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WITNESS DETAILS and CELEBRANT DETAILS 

It is important that you ask your witnesses (and your celebrant, if you are having a religious or belief 
marriage ceremony) to confirm what they normally sign. Signatures are transcribed by the registrar 
from the Marriage Schedule, which will be signed on the day of the wedding, into the legal record of 
your marriage (the marriage register) and will appear on your marriage extract/certificate. 


WITNESSES 

By law, you must have two witnesses present at your wedding who are 16 years of age or over, and 
capable of understanding the marriage ceremony. Please ask each witness to your wedding for 
their full name, address, and what their usual signature reads.
